WARDS 
SET FOR 
A SHAKE-UP 


BOUNDARY chiefs have "intervened" 
at Cherwell District Council and 
launched a review that will consider 
cutting councillors. 

The Local Government Boundary 
Commission for England has demanded a 
review of boundaries. 

It said there was too big a gap in the 
number of electors in each ward and 
pledged to review the number of 
councillors, who all get at least £4,155 a 
year. 

In the last two years, this has seen 
reductions at county authorities, including a 
fall from 74 to 63 at Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

The commission said the review was 
needed so everyone's vote was worth the 
same - but there were fears

fewer councillors could damage democratic 
representation. 

The commission said the council met its 
"intervention criteria for levels of electoral 
inequality" when it did regular checks. 

Some 50 councillors represent 28 wards 
on the Conservative-run authority, which 
worked out at about 2,144 electors per 
member. 

But, in reality, there was a massive 
variation in how many people were 
represented by councillors in different 
wards. 

For example, three councillors share 
8,071 voters in Banbury Grimsbury and 
Castle, or 2,690 each. 

Yet on the other end of the scale, three 
Bicester West councillors represent 5,641 
people, or 1,880 each. 

Commission spokesman Marcus Bowel I 
said: "At present, some councillors 
represent many more, or many fewer, 
electors than their colleagues. 

"The review aims to re-draw local 
ward boundaries to ensure that each 
district councillor represents a similar 
number of voters. This means that the value 
of your vote - in district council elections - 
is worth the same as your neighbours 
across the local authority and that 
there is equality of local 
representation for electors." 

The commission orders 
reviews when more than 30 per 
cent of wards are ten per cent 
above or below the average 
number of electors - in this 
case 2,144 for Cherwell. 

The first stage will consider 



the total number of councillors and will 
launch in January with a public consutlation. 
Two further consultations will be held in 
response to the first results. 

Yet it said: "The commission has no 
preconceptions about the outcome of an 
electoral review." 

Labour group leader and Banbury Ruscote 
councillor Sean Woodcock backed the move 
to ensure councillors represented broadly the 
same number of people. 

But he said of any attempt to cut 
councillor numbers: "The worry is you are 
potentially putting more work on the back of 
fewer councillors and making it less 
representative." 

This could make local Government "even 
more distant to residents on the ground". 

He added: "In the current economic 
climate, you can't rule out cutting the 
number of councillors." 

Liberal Democrat group leader Tim 
Emptage said: "We need to make sure that 
wards are of a consistent size." 

Wards that are too large means an "awful 
lot of work for one councillor".

Escaped prisoner used 
a 'legitimate passport' 


FUGITIVE prisoner Ian 
McLean had a passport 
application signed by a 
doctor before he skipped 
abroad, it has been claimed. 

McLean - given a life 
sentence in 2004 for a savage 
knife attack on former partner 
Michelle Storer - is still facing 
extradition back to the UK after 
being arrested in Poland, where 
he fled after leaving an 
unlocked mental health unit at 
Littlemore Hospital, Oxford, 
earlier this month. 

McLean slipped out of the 
UK on the Eurostar, out of St

Pancras, and went to Brussels, 
just hours after he escaped from 
the Oxford Health-run facility. 
From there, he is believed to 
have travelled to Berlin and 
then on to the Baltic seaside 
resort city of Kolobrzeg, in 
north-west Poland. 

It is thought that he was 
travelling on a legitimate UK 
passport, issued in the name of 
an alias - Paul Mitchell. 

McLean had originally been 
sentenced to life for wounding 
with intent, after attacking and 


stabbing Miss Storer as she slept 
in her Banbury home. The 
attack was so severe that 
doctors could not count the 
wounds and the tip of the knife 
was bent. 

Victim Miss Storer, who is 
furious he was in an unlocked 
unit and able to escape, said: "I 
was told that a doctor at 
Littlemore signed his passport 
application." 

Asked about the passport 
application, an Oxford Health 
spokesman would only say: "A 
detailed investigation is under 
way examining the 
circumstances surrounding his 


departure from the unit. This 
includes his use of travel 
documentation. 

"It would be wrong to 
comment on specifics such as 
these while this investigation 
takes place, however, we are 
keen to address the concerns of 
Ms Storer and would be happy 
to meet her to discuss these." 

A police spokesman said: 
"Our investigation suggested 
that he travelled on a passport 
in the name of Mitchell. It is 
believed to be a genuine 
document." 

McLean, 44, was still a 
serving prisoner but was 


transferred to Littlemore 
Hospital for treatment. He was 
assessed and eventually was 
allowed to be kept in an 
unlocked unit. 

However, after he escaped he 
was deemed a threat to the 
public, who were told not to 
approach him. 

Government guidance is that 
serving prisoners can apply for 
passports but "if we are aware 
that they are in prison, the 
passport should be sent to the 
governor of that prison for safe 
keeping until the prisoner is 
released".

Man charged 
with robbery 

■ A MAN accused of a knife¬ 
point robbery in Banbury has 
not yet entered a plea. Paul 
Williams, of Gatteridge Street, 
Banbury, has been charged 
with stealing cash during a raid 
on a Co-op in Banbury on 
April 18 this year. He has also 
been accused of possessing 
banned weapons, namely 
disposable cameras adapted as 
stun guns, as part of a separate 
charge. He appeared at Oxford 
Crown Court but another 
hearing will now take place on 
August 19. Williams remains 
on conditional bail.

■ A 38-year-old suffered cuts 
on his face after he was 
knocked to the ground and 
beaten around the head by 
three men. Nothing was stolen 
in the attack, which happened 
at about midnight on 
Wednesday, July 17, in an 
alley between Mold Crescent 
and Edmunds Road. Police 
said the attackers were all 
about 6ft tall, of medium 
build, and aged between 18 
and 20.

Crime victims are 


given more rights 


VICTIMS of crime will be given the right to 
challenge decisions to stop prosecutions or 
not charge suspects. 

The victims' right to review covers any 
decision by the Crown Prosecution Service 
not to pursue a case.

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■ Green group's 'acceptance' of shale-gas drilling 


Fracking incentive 
is rapped by MEP 


OXFORDSHIRE'S Green Party MEP 
has slammed new tax breaks for 
fracking companies that have been 
announced by Chancellor George 
Osborne 

But the fracking industry was given a 
surprise boost by an Oxfordshire 
environmental group, which said: "We 
cannot necessarily have green fields 
everywhere." 

Brian Wood, chairman of the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England's Oxfordshire 
branch appeared to accept the tax breaks. 

He said: "We have to accept that we 
have to run the country. We cannot 
necessarily have green fields everywhere." 

Shale gas "pad" allowance will reduce 
the rate of tax for shale gas and oil 
production to 30 per cent, compared to 62 
per cent for the rest of the oil and gas 
industry, it was announced last week. 

Previously, it had been revealed that a 
347sq m expanse across the north of the 
county had been identified as a possible 
source of shale gas by the British 
Geological Survey. 

Next year the Government will launch 
its latest round of onshore licensing for 
shale gas exploration in the UK, including

that area - covering Banbury, Bicester and 
Kidlington. 

Keith Taylor MEP, who has been 
campaigning against shale gas extraction, 
said: "These tax breaks, for companies 
wanting to carve up the Oxfordshire 
countryside, fly in the face of reason. 

"Residents across Oxfordshire will no 
doubt be deeply concerned about these 
new incentives being given out to fracking 
companies. 

"Rather than locking us into a future of 
fossil fuel dependence, the Government 
should be doubling its efforts to support 
renewable, clean and safe energy from the 
sun, wind and sea." 

The Government said that the tax breaks 
would help create "a fertile ground for 
shale to prosper" and provide support to 
the industry in what it called the "critical" 
exploration phase. 

The United Kingdom Onshore Operators 
Group, which represents UK onshore oil 
and gas companies, has offered £100,000 
to local communities for each exploratory 
well that is drilled, and a one per cent cut 


of revenues during the production stage. 

But opponents of drilling for shale gas 
warn it could be dangerous and 
environmentally damaging. 

In the United States, where the 
discovery of huge reserves of shale gas are 
said to be transforming the economy, there 
are claims that water reserves were 
polluted in the wake of "fracking" 
operations. 

"Fracking" is a method of shale-gas 
extraction that involves drilling deep into 
the ground and pumping water, sand and 
chemicals into rock to fracture it, and so 
release reserves of gas and oil. 

Director of Oxford University's Natural 
Gas Production research, Howard Rogers, 
said in his recent paper entitled "UK Shale 
Gas - Hype, Reality and Difficult 
Questions'" that the future debate around 
fracking was likely to centre on economic 
benefits versus visual impact on the 
environment. 

Speaking to members of the onshore gas 
industry, Minster for Energy Michael Fallon 
responded to environmental concerns and 
said that the UK development of shale gas 
would be "significantly different to the 
United States."

Lecturer walks free in 
child sex pictures case 


■ 57-year-old father of 
three gets 20-month 
suspended sentence 


A FORMER senior law 
lecturer used his office 
computer to download 
thousands of indecent 
pictures of children. 

Nicholas Goddard, formerly 
of Church Road, Chipping 
Norton, avoided jail after his 
defence barrister said he had 
fallen "to a level he never 
thought he would be reduced to 
in his life". 

The 57-year-old father-of-three 
admitted 11 counts of 
possessing, and one count of 
distributing, indecent images of 
children between 2008 and 
2012. 

Cathy Olliver, prosecuting, 
told a judge in Oxford Crown 
Court last week that he was 
caught after officers from 
Thames Valley Police's specialist 
online team found him 
communicating with known 
paedophiles. 

She said that in February 
2012, he was arrested and 
confessed to using his work 
computer to download pictures 
of children, share them online, 
and discuss them with other 
adults. 

Officers found a total of 3,699 
images and videos stored on his

computer, a USB stick and a 
hard drive, including 295 which 
showed children being abused. 

Lucy Tapper, defending, said 
Goddard had already taken a 
sex offenders' course run by the 
Lucy Faithfull Foundation. 

She said: "He is a man who 
has been stripped down to his 
absolute core and reduced to a 
level he never thought he would 
be reduced to in his life. 

"In my submission, this case is 
not about punishment, but 
rehabilitation." 

Judge Ian Pringle told 
Goddard, who had no previous 
convictions, that for most of his 
life he had been a "pillar of the 
community". 

He added: "But you had a 
secret. And your secret was that 
you were becoming increasingly 
fascinated by images of children. 

"Anyone who has had the 
misfortune of having to look at 
those images, knows the 
appalling nature of them." 

He sentenced Goddard to 20 
months in prison, suspended for 
two years, with a two-year sex 
offender treatment course. 

Judge Pringle also made the 
defendant 
subject to a 
Sexual Offences 
Prevention 
Order and 
ordered him to 
pay £340 costs. 

Investigating 
officer Simon 
Beaton said: 

"We never lose 
sight that each 
individual image 
depicts a child 
being abused. 

"Looking for 
the image, 
storing it and 
sharing it is part 
of the story of 
the abuse of 
these children. 

"Our message 
to those people 
engaged in this 
activity is 
simple, we will 
trace you and 
bring you to 
justice."

Bringing Change Home 
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Charity reveals what 
the county's cash buys 



THE county's British Heart 
Foundation shops last year raised 
almost £300,000 - to pay for 
lifesaving equipment, vital research 
and six nurses. 

The charity said it was delighted that 
donations and sales, together with 
volunteering, helped the foundation raise 
so much. 

The £294,000 had helped pay for six 
heart nurses at Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, 44 defibrillators and 
76 research projects in Oxfordshire. 

Among those who are 
being supported by the 
cash is Dr Carolyn Carr, 
who is working on a three- 
year project looking at 
stem cells to repair hearts 
damaged by attacks and 
disease. 

Dr Carr said: "We 
wouldn't be able to do 
this, if not for the 
donations. 

"Without the shops raising money, it 
would be so much harder to instigate 
research." 

She added: "Heart failure is the 
leading cause of mortality. 

"All the drug therapies help the heart 
to keep going, but they don't repair 
damage from a heart attack.

"Stem cells are going to revolutionise 
the treatment of heart failure." 

Funding has also gone to professor Sir 
Rory Collins, who runs large-scale 
studies into the causes, prevention and 
treatment of heart and circulatory 
problems. 

Meanwhile, charity finance helps 
Professor Shoumo Bhattacharya to 
investigate the importance of genetic and 
environmental factors in 
congenital heart disease and 
heart failure. 

About 600 people die from 
coronary heart disease in the 
county each year, a BHF 
spokeswoman said. 

The defibrillators have been 
given to a whole range of 
clinics, organisations and 
hospitals. 

British Heart Foundation 
area manager Margaret Richardson said: 
"The generosity of people in Oxfordshire 
has been astonishing. We want to thank 
every single person who has joined us in 
the fight against heart disease. 

"Quite often, people don't realise that 
the sofa or dress that they donate to a 
British Heart Foundation Shop actually 


raises vital funds and helps pay for 
anything from an echo-machine in their 
local hospital, to a community heart 
support group. 

"We couldn't fund this lifesaving 
equipment or research in Oxfordshire if it 
wasn't for the help of the local 
community. We hope they are feeling 


proud about the difference they are 
making and are inspired to keep visiting 
British Heart Foundation shops."

Mad Cap offer 
up a feisty Kate 


Y ou don't have to like 

Shakespeare to like Mad 
Cap Theatre Production's 
latest show... but you're 
likely to by the end. 
Tonight (Thursday) the company 
perform their Taming of the Shrew 
at The Mill in Banbury. Now 
halfway through the tour, the 
Worcestershire-based company has 
won rave reviews along the way. 

"My strong belief is that if 
Shakespeare is done correctly an 
audience shouldn't leave feeling as 
if they did not understand the play/' 
says Mad Cap artistic director 
Emma Leigh. 

"For me also, I feel that too many 
productions recently have lost the 
humour of the relationship between 
Katherina and Petruchio and have 
focused on the misogyny, repression 
and in some cases physical abuse. 

"We ultimately wanted to rectify 
that as while Petruchio comes 
across as a bully, modern audiences 
rarely realise that Katherina always 
gives as good as she gets, and they 
actually leave the play as equals, 
albeit accepting different roles." 

Because Mad Cap works with 
multi-talented actors — those with

backgrounds in dance, stage 
combat, physical theatre, stand-up 
comedy and music - the show has 
garnered five-star ratings from critics 
for its fresh, exciting and 
understandable take on the Bard. 

"You will not find any of our 
actors 'pontificating'," adds Emma. 

"We approach it with an almost 
pantomimic view, making it fast 
paced, punchy, at times ludicrously 
funny and make his characters jump 
off the page and at our audiences!" 

Emma says that, with Taming of 
the Shrew often considered 
Shakespeare's "difficult" play, it has 
been quite hard to overcome the 
idea that the plot — which involves 
stubborn Katherina becoming more 
obedient towards her suitor and 
also involves him meting out some 
fairly brutal treatment towards her 
(depending how seriously this is 
supposed to be taken) — is all 
about misogyny. 

"The positives of Shakespeare's 
text is that it's all in the interpreta¬ 
tion," explains Emma. 

"Firstly, we've made it very, very 


funny, making some of the charac¬ 
ters larger than life — which also 
helps with the understanding of the 
language — and throwing in a few 
contemporary twists! 

"We also wanted to make it very 
clear from the beginning that 
Katherina is a strong, independent 
woman who has a very prevalent 
temper; and she and Petruchio both 
make concessions so that they learn 
to live together, fall in love, and 
accept different roles, just like any 
relationship." 

MadCap's Katherina (Victoria 
Haynes) and Grumio (Isabella 
Paige) were born and brought up 
in Northampton, so Banbury's 
Mill seemed an ideal spot on the 
tour trail.

T he most gripping crime dramas 
are often revealed in the 
minutiae and onerous 
procedures of police work. 

No screeching car chases or last- 
gasp races against time to unmask 
the least likely suspect as a killer - 
but instead, quiet, intense hours in 
which dedicated men and women 
fight exhaustion and self-doubt to 
pore over towering files of 
evidence, looking for one gossamer- 
thin link to break the case wide 
open. 

Set in 1983 Alaska, The Frozen 
Ground boasts several engrossing 
sequences of police searching in 
vain for the physical evidence to 
convict a mild-mannered baker for 
heinous crimes against vulnerable 
women. 

It's certainly a slow burn and 
writer-director Scott Walker is in no 
hurry to draw his debut feature to a 
nail-biting conclusion. 

Based on the real-life hunt for 
serial killer Robert Hansen, The 
Frozen Ground celebrates the 
tenacity of one cop, who 
jeopardises his career and even 
risks his marriage to follow his gut 
instinct. 

Detective Jack Halcombe 
(Nicolas Cage) is preparing to leave 


Anchorage with his wife, Allie 
(Radha Mitchell), and children, 
when he receives a call that the 
body of a young woman has been 
found in the icy wilderness. 

The autopsy results are 
harrowing and suggest possible 
links with other missing women. 

Soon after, Jack receives a file on 
Cindy Paulson (Vanessa Hudgens), a 
17-year-old prostitute, who claims 
that she escaped from the clutches 
of Robert Hansen (John Cusack), 
who held her hostage in his 
basement den and raped her. 

Jack interviews Cindy and is 
moved by her tearful testimony, his 
interest piqued when the young 
woman reveals: "He said there were 
seven girls before me and I was 
lucky because they usually stay for 
a week." 

Convinced that Hansen is a 
dangerous serial killer, Jack works 
tirelessly to build a case against his 
prime suspect, aided by Sergeant 
Lyle Haugsven (Dean Norris). 

However, there is no physical 
evidence and Hansen is a well 
respected member of the 
community.

Drama as Banbury 
spin way to victory 


BANBURY snatched a dramatic 25-run victory 
from the jaws of defeat in their Division 1 match 
at home to North Mymms on Saturday. 

The hosts, having been bowled out for 215, were 
staring down the gun barrel, as their opponents 
cruised to 1 78-4. 

With plenty of time left, they needed 38 for victory 
with six wickets left. 

But once their top-scorer Stephen Snell had been 
dismissed by Jimmy Phillips for 82, the innings 
collapsed. 

In all, their last six wickets fell for 12 runs as they 
slumped to 190 all out. 

Phillips had promptly taken himself off after his key 
wicket, and the damage was done by fellow spinners 
(2-50) and Richard West (3-24), who took the last 


three wickets between them. Earlier, Banbury's innings 
had been dominated by two players - Craig Haupt and 
Nathan Hawkes - after they had chosen to bat first. 

Two wickets from Jigar Mehta had reduced the hosts 
to 19-2. 

Haupt and Hawkes then added a rapid 88 for the 
third wicket. 

Hawkes was the dominant partner, striking one six 
and 11 fours in his 52-ball stay before falling for 61. 

However, Haupt batted almost throughout the 
innings, before being ninth out for 102, made from 
169 balls with 18 fours. 

No great support came from the other end, and their 
total of 215 seemed vulnerable - until North Mymms 
faltered in sight of victory.

A TOUCH of a button sends a large 
colour display screen gliding silent¬ 
ly out of the top of the Audi A3's 
dashboard. 

The crystal-clear screen in the 
top-of-range S line specification dis¬ 
plays everything from radio and iPod 
information, to satellite navigation 
instructions and mobile phone con¬ 
trols.
